Hagen was a little lucky at the 
eighteenth, when his .second shot 
struck the flag, this partially stop- 
ping the . ball, which finished on 
the far edge of the green. He got 
four, however, for the best single 
round accomplished in the history 
of the Open Championship, coming 
home with 4, 4, 4, 3, 3, 8, 4, 3, 5, 4, 
a total of thirty-four.

AWAITING BUYERS 


PRICES DROPPING 
; Ottawa, Yesterday. 

The grain congestion has reach- 
ed -enormous proportions. . About 
100 vessels ara tied up in harbours 
awaiting export... orders for , over 
20,000,000 bushels of wheat now’ in 
the terminal. elevators of Moutreal, 
Port Colborne, ‘the entrance to the 
Welland Canal and Lake Erie ter- 
minal, while several millions more 
are in vessels’ holds. 

Prices of wheat at the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange have fallen 11 
cents a bushel this week, 

Canada has now upwards of 
80,000,000 ibushéla of wheat from 
last year’s. crop available for ex- 
port.—Reuter’s American Service. 

(A telegram from London, dated 
May &, stated that the newspapers 
give prominence to the fall in the 
price of wheat, especially from, 
Canada, where there has been sertf- 
ous grain congestion owing to the 
lack of orders from Overseas,

and Australian wheat: pools to hold

WAR FINANCE 


NO TRUE RECORD: ESSENTIAL 
STATISTICS SUPPRESSED 


DOUBLE PREPAREDNESS 


Mr. John Maynard Keynes, the 
economist, in the course of an address 
at the Royal United-Service Institution 
in London, said that-net even the prole- 
gomena of the financial history of the 
late war had yet been written. Per- 
haps, he added, this history would never 
be written in any adequate way. Too 
many of the essential statistics were 
suppressed at the time, and were still 
difficult to obtain. 

A country during a war, Mr. Keynes 
declared, had to depend to a far great- 
er degree than was commonly supposed 
on its current output. What was used 
during 8 war would-be almost wholly 
produced during the war, and in the 
country ftself. To secure that, a coun- 
try's industrial output should exceed 
jts current.consumption by a much 
wider margin than was necessary in 
times of peace. One could employ in. 
creased voluntary savings. He did not 
think, however, that had been found 
that even in war. ie there was any 
sufficient inducement for the great 
mass of the population to undergo pri- 


oda | « 
on, 


vation. No country had found that 
voluntary saving was a thing on which 
to depend. Another method to employ 
was tgxation, but actually during the 
late wor he thought that we only raised 
one-sixth of the cost of the war by 


taxes. 
The Conduit ‘Pipe 
During the wat we’were' to a great 
extent a conduit pipe for collecting 
foreign money, and then distributing it 
to our Allies, We lent them more, dur- 
ing the war, than we. borrowed. An 
extraordinary fact. was that practically 
the whole of Britain’s war eifort came 
out of the current output of the coun- 
try during the war. :

The greatest group of astro- 
nomers ever to go to the Philippines 
are in the central islands’. of the 
archipelago to observe- the total 
eclipse of the sun on May 
9.: Two groups of scientists 
from the United States, one 
from Germany and one from 
the Manila Observatory, have 
established stations from which to 
view the phenomenon. 

The three groups from abroad 
went ‘half way around the . world, 
taking with them tons 
ments at a cost of thousands of 
dollarz. on a 50-50 chance that the 
sky will be clear when the eclipse 
occurs. 

They were informed by the local 
weather bureau that the eclipse 
would take place at the beginning. 
of the rainy season, and that there 
was but half a chance that clear 
But of 30 
great importance do they. consider 
this charece to study the sun’s 
corona, which may be seen only dur- 
ing a total eclipse, fhat they chose 
to. gamble with the weather. Of 
course, if the sky is cloudy, the 
extensive preparations which they 
have made will have been for 
naught. 

Mystery of Corona 

The corona which the scientists 
are to study is that little-known 
body which surrounds the sun. Al- 
though it is present at all times, 
it cannot be seen because of the 
sun’s brightness, but when the-sun 
is obscured by the moon it blossoms 
forth like 2 brilliant tropical flower. 
It is probably in the main composed 
of finely divided matter shot out by 
the sun, and acted upon by electro- 
mrignetic forces. That it is not 
a solid substance is proved by the 
unresisted - passage of comets 
through the apace occupied by its 
luminious sheafs. It varies in 
shape with. the progress of the 
aunspot period. :

* The eclipse will originate in the 
Indian Ocean, close to the eastern 
coast of Africa. It will trace a 
path of total eclipse over a width 
of 1000 miles, passing over the 
Malay Peninsula, through Sumatra, 
through the Philippines and off into 
the Pacific. 

In the Philippines it will pass 
over the nothern half of Palawan, 
most of Panay, the northern half 
of Negros, the northern tip of 
Bohol, most of Leyte, as wall aa 
many lesser islands. _ This is the 
most land that it will cross at any 
point in its course. 

All of the Philippine atations are 
close to the centre of totality, 
especialy  thoge at.

The meritorious services rendered by 
the master, officers and crew of the 
Japanese steamer “Yogen ‘aru” in 
proceeding in heavy ‘weather 160 miles 
to the assistance of the British steamer 
“Chief Maquilla,” of Hong Kong, and 
standing by from 810 am. on 
November 30, until 1030 am, 
on December 2 and rescuing 
the crew, are referred to in 
the report of the Naval Court held 
at Yokohama in December, last year, 
and issued recently by the Board of 
Trade in London. , 

The “Chief Maquille,” a twin-screw 
steamer of 6,919 registered tons, sailed 
from Kildonan, British Columbia, 
about November 19, 1928, with 5,625 
tons of wheat, 813 tons of fish, and 
2,724,168 ft. of timber in her holds and 
474,773it. of timber and 122,500ft. af 
timber piling stowed on deck. There 
was a crew of 75 hands, and no pas- 
sengers. 

The master having decided to aban- 
don the ship at 7 p.m., the crew were 
transferred, partly in fhe ship’s boats 
and partly in the boats of the “Yogen 
Maru,” the transfer being completed by 
11 p.m, and the master being the last 
to leave’ the ship.- 

“The master appears to have navi- 
gated his ship in a seamanlike and pro- 
per manner up to the time of the 
entry of the water into thé ‘engine- 
room,” .state the court, “but the court 
consider that he should have taken 
more immediate steps to. trace the cause 
of the entry of the water, and that he 
failed to realise soon enough the 
gravity of the situation, but that ofher- 
wise he did all possible in the circum- 
stances.

We talked for hours about the war. 
The only man who disliked: me was 
the second-in-command, a typical 
Prussian, who wanted to put me on 
deek, and then dive and leave me in 
the sea. 

“Eventually we reached port, At

THE STORY-OF WILLIAM ADAMS, | 
ELIZABETHAN NAVIGATOR 


{By Richard’ Blaker’ in. the London

If you have xealised that when ‘an 
Elizabethan seaman spoke of a “ship” 
he meant something that could be. very 
Yoosely enclosed by the base and -side 
lines 6f a tennis court you will have 
made an important beginning.

BIRTH-RATE E HIGHER IN 
ENGLAND 


OFFICIAL FIGURES 

The year 1928 will go down as 
the period. when an improvement 
set in in the dirth-rate of England 
and Wales, following the unpre- 
cedented fall during 1927, when tha 
number .of births registered was 
the lowest on record. 

In 1928 660,267 babies were born 
compared with 654,127. in. 1927. 
This, however, does not compare 
very favourably with the record 
number registered duripg'“the ‘past 
decade, 957,782, nearly a million, 
in the year 1920, 

The number of deaths (excluding 
still-births), states the Registrar- 
General's return, . during the year 
was 460,440, making a death-rate 
0.6 below that for 1927, the num- 
ber in that year being 484,609. .

Luck or Faith? 

Hagen’s capacity tp bring forth 
winning. .shota’ when they are 
urgently -needed is the greatest 
that any golfer has possessed since 
the era of F. G. Tait, thirty years 
and more ago. One can say this 
in spite of the fact that Hagen no. 
longer has claims to be regarded 
as match-play champion. . . 

For tthe reason that he did it re- 
peatedly, Tait came to be regarded 
as a man who might hole any kind 
of shot when nothing less would 
meet the situation. He holed out 
from hard up against the fence 
beyond the last green at Sandwich 
to win the St. George’s Cup, know- 
ing that he ‘had to do it to win; 
he got down putts of preposterous 
lengths to save himself when he 
looked beaten in amateur champion- 
ships. F 

People said that he was lucky, 
and I suppose, he was indeed for- 
tunate to be able to achieve such 
things, but it cannot have been all 
luck that produced the effects so 
frequently. 

Hagen has been just the same 
on many occasions. He has turned 
forlorn positions into victory far 
more often than anybody else in 
modern golf, 

On his inspired days he seems 
to be able to play any shot that is 
wanted when everything looks lost. 
What is more he expects to play 
it, If he needs to hole out from 
150 yards, he has the pin removed. 
It is rather like getting ready for 
an innings at cricket by telling the 
scorer to put down 100 for a start; 
but it is his spirit, and it succeeds 
wondrously.

A Quick Transformation 

The capricious, fascinating girl 
of yesterday has become a woman 
with soul and fortitude. The change 
was already apparent in “Hotel 
Imperial.” As a servant girl, Pola 
could enchant a great general, but 
only for the heartfelt purpose of 
patriotism and single love. 

“Barbed Wire” witnessed a fur- 
ther metamorphosis.. Therein the 
interpreted the oacifistic 
instinct of al] women. whose men go 
to war, all women who cry out their 
horror of bloodshed 
and . needless . destruction, women 
whose love instincts are not halted 
‘by the geographical boundaries of 
country. 

The truly significant’ change in 
the star’s dramatic cycle is sald to 
be contained in her latest picture 
“The Woman on Trial” directed by 
Mauritz Stiller. 

For the first time in her brilliant 
and ambitious career she essays a 
mother role, a.. characterization 
which up to a year ago, would have 
been regarded as shut off from the 
Negri horizon by every concept of 
her dramatic experience.
